4.  School  : The  Council  School  is  the  only  local  one  in  the  area.  Water  is  laid  on,  and  it  is  connected  up 
with  the  sewerage  system.  The  children  are  examined  by  the  Schools  Medical  Officer,  and  Reports  sent  to 
Parents  with  instructions  to  consult  their  Doctor,  if  necessary.  The  other  is  a Nautical  School,  evacuated  from 
London,  for  boys  aged  12 — 16.  The  boys  are  billeted  in  the  town,  and  attend  classes  in  various  buildings.

There  has  always  been  a certain  amount  of  overcrowding  during  the  holiday  month  of  August,  but  now 
between  private  and  official  evacuees,  it  is  becoming  a regular  thing. 


SECTION  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

a.  Milk  Supply  : Most  of  the  Milk  comes  in  from  outside  the  Area.  There  are  two  purveyors  of  milk  within  the 

Area,  and  six  from  outside. 

b.  Meat  and  other  Foods.  There  are  no  slaughter-houses  within  the  Area.  There  are  two  Meat  Shops  and  six 

Meat  retailing  Carts  serving  the  Area,  and  these  are  duly  inspected  by  the  Inspector. 

36  lbs.  of  Canned  Meat  were  seized  and  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  food.

e.  Nutrition  : The  County  M.O.H.,  is  a great  authority  on  this  subject  and  has  been  giving  lectures.

SECTION  F.  PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

1.  Seven  cases  of  Pneumonia  after  Influenza,  one  of  whom  died,  and  one  case  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  only. 

The  results  of  the  request  to  parents  to  have  their  children  immunized  against  Diphtheria  was  successful, 
and  97%  of  the  children,  from  age  one  upwards,  were  done. 

We  are  still  without  an  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  Area,  or  within  the  County,  for  native  children.  What 
it  means  in  inconvenience  and  loss  of  income  to  parents  whose  children  are  down  with  one  of  the  fevers  cannot 
be  estimated,  not  to  mention  the  probable  spread  of  fever.  The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  says  it  will  cost  too 
much.  The  matter  has  been  gone  into  very  thoroughly  and  it  was  found  that  if  several  of  the  Urban  and 
Rural  Councils  joined  in  the  effort,  the  cost  would  be  covered  by  a penny  rate. 

Hospital  accommodation  for  cases  of  Skin  Diseases  is  quite  inadequate.  It  is  scandalous  what  some  of 
the  hosts  of  evacuees  have  to  put  up  with,  not  to  mention  the  overcrowding  of  skin  cases  at  the  Hostel,  where 
facilities  for  the  treatment  of  such  cases  do  not  exist. 

3.  Tuberculosis  : No  action  was  necessary  to  be  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis), 
Regulations,  1935,  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Not  one  case  was  notified  during  the  year.  One  married  woman,  aged  21,  died  of  Haemoptysis  but  there 
was  no  indication  of  the  cause  of  the  bleeding.
